When Rufus Chapin of Chicago, 
who has “‘temporarily’’ held the of- 
fice of treasurer for 13 years, was 
renominated, and the body was 
asked if there were others, someone 
shouted, “I should say not!”’ 

Canadian on Citizenship. 

Arthur Meaghan, former Premier 
of Canada and at present member 
of the Canadian Parliament, speak- 
ing on “Citizenship” at the conven- 
tion today, drifted into a brief dis- 
cussion of the positon of Great Brit- 
ain in the League of Nations, and 
discoursed oh friendship as it might 
exist between nations. 

“The world is unstable,” he said, 
“almost as unsettled as it was 4% 
years ago when it was broken by the 
impact of war. If we consider the 
discontent of civilization now. Its 
utter want of direction, and if we 
compare the turmoil here with the 
serenity of the stars, we are likely 
to recall the words of John Adams 
to Thomas Jefferson: ‘For every- 
thing I know this globe may be the 
bedlam of the universe.’ ’’ 

Getting to his subject, Meaghan 
said that the primary principle of 
education was an enlightened under- 
standing of the meaning of citizen- 
ship: 

Two Elements Involved. 

“There are two elements of citi- 
zenship,’’ he continued. “One is the 
claim of right or sense of rectitude. 
The other is the sense of duty or 
obligation. The failure of citizen- 
ship is the preponderance of the first 
over the second. The harmonizing 
of the two is the success of citizen- 
ship. 

‘Tt is no smafh tribute to Great 
Britain that she has forgotten the 
animosities of the Revolution, and 
remembered only its lessons, and 
that for more than a century she 
has taught her children only to re- 
vere the principles expounded by 
Burke and has guided the develop- 
ment of the empire by those prin- 
ciples.” 

He said Great Britain was ‘‘a free 
mutual partnership, founded on mu- 
tual responsibility.” 

“Its justification,” ‘he said, “‘will 
be measured by one standard only, 
its contribution to the peace of the 
world.” 

“T now come,” he centinued in 
conelusion, “to the last aspiration cf 
the world, the personal conception 
of humanity as a whole, the personal 
ability to harmonize all the loyalities 
within a man. 

Views on Universal Peace. 

‘Iintil that is realized there can 
be no guarantee of peace. No asso- 
ciation of nations founded on 
hope of a majority to govern the 
others could succeed. 

‘The purpose of the votes of parts 
of the British Empire was not to ob- 
tain a majority in the League of 
Nations, but was to assure that all 
,oints of view would be represented.

EAST SWELTERS WHILE 


MEIC BREAKS, 


Many Deaths Attributed to Hot 
. Weather — Washington Suf- 


fers 100-Degree Temperature, 
By the_Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 22.—Three states 
experienced unseasonable cold yes- 
terday while the rest of the fntited 
States sweltered. Some relief is in 
sight for many sections, but in others 
there will be no early break in the 
heat wave, forecasters say. 

The most notable contrast was fur- 
nished by New Mexico, where 4 se- 
vere frost made it necessary to break 
ice in watering troughs in some sec- 
tions so that livestock could drink. 
The mercury dropped to 28 degrees 
above zero on the Arizona desert. 
Citizens of Superior, Wis., hurriedly 
got out winter clothing when the 
temperature there descended to 40. 
Duluth, Minn., had a minimum tem- 
perature of 52 and generally cooler 
weather was experienced in North 
Dakota. 

In the Eastern States more than 43 
deaths were recorded. Factories and 
schools generally were closed. Balti- 
more and Washington saw the hot- 
test weather in their histories when 
the mercury climbed to 100 degrees. 
Washington, Pa., and ~- Harrisburg, 
Pa., registered 98, while 96 was the 
maximum in New York City, 35 in 
Providence, and 90 in Atlantic City. 
Much suffering was caused in New 
York’s Queensboro section when the 
water supply failed because of al- 
leged illegal use of garden sprays. 

Four persons died and 20 were 
overcome in Chicago, bringing the to- 
tal fatalities in that city for the week 
to 21. The maximum temperature 
there was 91. 

Comparatively cool weather was 
general in the Pacific Coast States, 
except in Needles, Cal., in the desert. 
where the temperature was 94. Los 
Angeles and San Diego were the hot- 
test points on the coast, with 68 de- 
grees.

GRANT TO UN 
INCREASE PRICE OF Ic 


Demands of Ice and Coal Drivers 
Finally Result in $5 a Week 
Wage Advance. 


After nearly two months of con- 
ferences over wage demands by 
union’ ice “and coal wagon drivers, 
the employers, meeting. again in 
joint session with a delegation from 
the union yesterday, gramted ac- 
cessions which ‘virtually ‘meet the 
$5-a-week increase demanded and 
which will cause a general increase, 
also, employers state, in the price of 
ice. 

The union, with about 1100 mem- 
bers, gets the increase effective to- 
day, their pay now averaging ap- 
proximately $35 a week. The cgn- 
tract is to be in effect until March 
31, 1924. They had told the em- 
ployers before yesterday's meeting 
that unless their demands were 
granted, they would go on strike to- 
day. 

“We were astonished at the ada- 
mant attitude of the men in sticking 
to their demands,” Joseph E. Muck- 
erman, vice president and general 
manager of the Polar Wave Ice and 
Fuel Co., the chairman of.the em- 
ployers’ committee, said. “Compro- 
mise failed, and we offered a scale 
of wagep virtually meeting their de- 
mands, with few exceptions. 

“Tt will be impossible now not to 
increase the price of ice. I cannot 
say just what the increase will be, 
but will have to mpute the cost 
to us first. We tried to show the 
men that the consumer has to pay 
for these increases in wages.” 

Muckerman, during the course of 
the controversy, has said that the 
increase might be $1 a ton, or 5 
cents on 50 pounds. Ice now retails 
for 50 cents a 100 pounds, or $10 4 
ton. and the new price would be 55 
cents and $11. 

The wage increase varies from $$ 
a week as the highest to an increase 
of $3.50, drivers’ helpers getting an 
increase from $25.50 to $29 a week, 
and some drivers from $27 to $35.

Appointment of former Governor 
Herbert S. Hadley to be chancellor 
of Washington University was an- 
nounced today by Robert 8S. Brook- 
ings, president of the university ccr- 
poration. He has accepted the ap- 
pointment. The office of chancellor 
is that of directing the conduct of 
the university. 

Gov. Hadley will succeed Frede.ic¢ 
A. Hall, who was appointed in 1913 
and who, since reaching the univer- 


+ sity retirement age of 65 years three 


years Rigo, has been pressing the uni- 


versity board to be relieved. He be- 
comes chancellor emeritus and hag 
been allowed two years’ full salary. 

Gov. Hadley will assume his pst 
at the opening of aes aniversasy's 
fall semester the last week in Oce 
tober. He has been professor of law 
in the University of Colorado, af 
Boulder, for the last six years. 

Statement of Hadley. 

On behalf of Gov. Hadley, the Uni- 
versity authorities gave out the fol- 
lowing statement for him, wHfich he 
dictated yesterday during a visit to 
the city: 

“Only those who knew something 


Missouri six years ago can ,under- 
stand the pleasure I feel in return- 
ing. 

“Tl am filed with gratitude that 
I am able to do so and that there 
has been offered to me a position of 
such honor and opportunity for serv- 
ice as that of Chancellor of Wash- 
ington University. 

“Whatever of ability I have. will 
be devoted solely to the work of 
making this University mean all that 
it can mean to the city of St. Louis, 
the state of Missouri and to all the 
young men and women who are édu- 
cated within its walls. 

“A great urban university such as 
Washington University has become 
under the able direction of Mr. 
Frookings, Dr. Hall and their asso- 
clates on the board and the faculty 
offers the largest possible opportu- 
nity for education and public serv- 
ice and it will be my earnest effort 
to be worthy of the confidence and 
trust that have been placed in me 
py those responsible for my selec- 
tion.”’

“Such a person was found in Gov. 
Herbert S. Hadley. The board 
showed its high estimate of the serv- 
ices rendered by Chancellor Hall in 
making him Chancellor Emeritus 
and giving him leave of absence for 
two years until July 1, 1925, on full 
salary.” 

Brookings announced that Gov. 
and Mrs. Hadley would, upon com- 
ing to St. Louis, be his guest in his 
home at 6510 Ellenwood avenue, 4a 
stftely mansion, which is surrounded 
by a pafk of 40 acres.

Commenting on the appointment of 
Gov.

“Though Governor Hadley has been 
Professor of Law in the University 
of Colorado for six years. his inters 
est in’ education has developed be- 
yond the limits of any one depart- 
ment, as was demonstrated by his 
active part in founding the new med- 
fecal school of the University of Colo- 
rado in Denver.

DEATH OF MISS WEAR 
PROBABLY ACCIDENT 


Coroner’s Verdict in Case of 
Former St. Louis Girl Found 
Fatally Shot. 


Special tx the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 22.—Fol- 
lowing an inquest that lasted three 
minutes a jury before Coroner 
Knight today decided that the death 
of Miss Elizabeth Leigh Wear, 19 
years old, formerly of St. Louis, 
grandniece of William Potter, for- 
mer Minister to Italy, and niece of 
Joseph Wear, national doubles court 
tennis champion, was due to a gun- 
shot wound probably accidentally 
received while handling a revolver. 

Only two of the girl’s relatives or 
friends attended the inquest. They 
were Potter and the girl's uncle, Jo- 
seph Wear in whose room at the 
Potter home the shooting occurred. 
None of the servants In the house 
or Miss Wear’'s sister, Jeanette, 11 
years old, were present. 

Two Witnesses Heard. 

The jury returned its verdict of 
probable accidental death after two 
witnesses, Wear and Deputy Ccero- 
ner Charles Sayer, who was ealled 
to investigate the case after the 
shooting, has testified. 

“I was at the Philadelphia Cricket 
Club playing tennis on the afternoon 
of my niece’s death,”” Wear testified. 
“My wife also was at the club. We 
were on the clubhouse porch when 
we received a message that my ni¢ce 
had been seriously hurt. 

“We drove home at once and ar- 
rived, found my niece on the floor 
in my room with a maid holding 
her head in her lap. She was shot 
in the left tcmple and lived a short 
time after we arrived home. I tried 
to get in touch with Dr. Chestnut 
and finally reached his assistant. 
When the assistant reached the 
house he said death was only a 
matter of a short time. 

“When Dr. Chestnut arrived my 
niece was dead. Dr. Chestnut at 
once called Deputy Coroner Sayer 
and advised him of the shooting..” 


“The revolver belonged to you?” 
the Coroner asked. 

“Yes, I have had the weapon nine 
years,” replied Wear. 

Testifies Niece Was Cheerful. 

“What was the general demeanor 
of your niece?” 

‘The Coroner asked, “Do fou 
know of any reason why she should 
have shot herself?” 

“None whatever,” replied Wear. 
“She was in the best of spirits and 
was coming out in society Oct. 1. 
Only the very day on which she 
died she wrote to a number of girl 
friends about inviting them to her 
i\coming-out party. She had been at 
the club earlier in the day and had 
played tennis. She had remarked 
to several of her friends that she 
never spent a happier day. ‘I'll see 
you tomorrow,’ was her parting 
word to one of her friends.” 


RADIO HISTORY 
WITH HARDING 


For First Time, a President Dis- 
cusses Important Issue by Wire- 
less Over Wideflung Area. 


Radio history was made last night 
when President Harding's specch on 


wireless over large areas of the 


United States. 


It was the first time a President of 
the United States ever presented a 
|great political issue to his country- 
imen by means of radio. For the first 
(time the experiment was made_of ex- 
\tending the microphone circuit an- 
lother station 1000 miles away for si- 
multaneous broadcasting. 

Radio transmission from the Post- 
Dispatch station, K 8S D, was the 
most perfect in volume and modu- 
lation ever sent out. Electrical en- 
gineers, expert in amplification ap- 
paratus, had worked for 10 days per- 
fecting the appliances and circuits 
necessary for the experiment made 
in the Coliseum last night. Every 
speaker's voice, and notably Presi- 
dent Harding’s, came to the listeners 
with unexpected clarity and intensity. 

Ten minutes after the President 
had concluded his speech came the 
frst long-distance telephone call from 
Winchester, Ind., telling of perfect re- 
ception. This was followed.by tele- 
grams from Chicago and other cities 
in Illinois, from Iowa, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky and nearby states, all reporting 
success in hearing the President's ad- 
dress. Mail reports from more dis- 
tant points will not be received for 
several days.

Mrs. Harding Attentive. 

Mrs. Harding’s close and sympa- 
thetic attention to her husband's 
speech was noticeable.

Mr. Chairman, Governor Hyde 
and my countrymen: No one 
could be insensible to the cordi- 
ality of your welcome. If I were 
not disposed to speak gratitude 
for myself, I cannot resist speak- 
ing my appreciation for the kind- 
ly yeference and your friendly in- 
terest in Mrs. Harding. I hope it 
is not unseemly for me to say 
that she takes quite as much in- 
terest in seeing you as you do her 
And the President. 

In’ an official journey from 
Washington to our great territory 
of Alaska, our first stop halts us 
in your hospitable city and 
fords an opportunity for renewed 
acquaintance and understanding. 
I suppose it is a perfectly nasGral 
expectation that when the Presi- 
dent travels he must stop and 
make report to the community he 
is seeking to serve. 

It has seemed to me that near- 
ly every city and village from the 
Potomac to the Pacific has be- 
stowed an invitation and a tender 
of hospitality. I like to say to 
you, because in saying it to you 
I am speakng to many otheirs in 
this marvelous age of communica-

tion, that I genuinely regret the 


impossibility of accepting all of 
these invitations. 

Quite apart from the personal 
satisfaction and renewed assur- 
ance in direct contact with our 
people, I think there is vast bene- 
fit iw bringing the government a 
little closer to the people, and the 
people a little closer to the gov- 
rnment and closer to those who 
fre temporarily charged with of- 
icial responsibility. 

Gov t Views From Afar. 

You view government from afar, 
and I am not surprised that you 
wonder now and then, because you 
receive occasional reflexes which 
are so erroneous that official 
under- 
stand them. And those of ys who 
aré in Washington live in an at- 
mosphere of officialdom which 
often hinders our knowledge of the 


fireside, and the activities which 
daily make the essential life of the 
nation. These are conditions not 
easily to be avoided. Our govern- 
ment is the* biggest business in 
the world, and like any other busi- 
ness it:requires the management 
to be mdré or less diligently on 
the job 

Congress has been more or less 
continually in session for eight 
years, and under our co-ordinate 
form of government the President 
must be more or less “in session” 
at the same time. So I have wel- 
comed this opportunity to see the 
great Central Valley, the Mountain 
West, the Pacific coast, and our 
treasure land in Alaska. I am re- 
joiced to speak to you as your 

resident, 
of affairs to the stockholders of 
this republic; but at the same 
time, in passing, Governor, I shal 
make report on your suggestion of 
the use of your waterways, to- 
morrow night in Kansas City. 

I do not come with a partisan 
report, though I am politically a 
partisan and believe in the utter 
necessity of political parties. One 
only serves his party by first serv- 
ing his country well, and good 
service to his country ought to be 
the aspiration of every citizen of 
our land. 

Tells of War Aftermath. 


The present national adminis- 
tration came into responsibility at 
a very difficult time. Our coun- 
try found itself in a bad way in 
the aftermath of World War. We 
had expended in heedlessness, we 
had inflated in madness, we had 
rushed into the abnormal, and 
found ten thousand difficulties in 
resuming our normal! stride. There 
was the inevitable business slump. 
It follows every war. It applies 
to business in every line—finance, 
industry, agriculture. And business 
reflexes are felt by every citizen, no 
matter how humble or how great. 
We found in the inevitable reflux 
of the war tide threatened finar- 
cial disability, agricultural distress 
and vast unemployment. A 
vey of unemployment revealed 
four and a half to five millions of 
workers without johs. I leave th? 
appraisal of all relief efforts, .e«- 
islative, executive, or administra- 
tive, to your own judgment. he 
thine I want to sav is that this 
distressing situation has been 
wholly reversed, and today ein- 
ployment is calling for men. There 
is complaint about that, too,. but 
since we can not always preserve 
the actual balance, I prefer a land 
which is seeking workmen i9 a 
country where discouraged men 
are hunting for jobs. 

I like to believe that the recov- 
ery is based mainly on confidence 
in the American policy and the 
fundamental righteousness of our 
institutions. I like to believe we 
have recovered -because we avoia 
the paths of destructive experi- 
mentation, ignore mad theories, 
and cling tenaciously to the foin- 
dations of business and property 
rights and human rights, which 
have made ours the most rapidly 
and most safely developed repre- 
sentative dersocracy in all th 
world. 

We have done more than banisna 
unemployment; we have made our 
way to financial stability, without 
which there is little permanent 
employment. And we halted ihe 
extremists who caught their in- 
spiration in European madness, 
and proposed to destroy our social 
order because of temporary ills, 
rather than earnestly set about 
to cure the ills. 

I believe America tonight is a 
fine example to the world, with 
confidence in herself, a peopl. 
capable of laying aside their arme, 
grappling a reconstruction preo- 
lem, and digging down to aara 
work to effect the needed restora- 
tion, rather than to fling aside all 
we had wrought in a century of 
hopeful progress, and thereby eub- 
scribe to destruction in the name 
of social democracy. We save 
business a chance to resume, and 
assured it that honest success is 
no crime in the United States. \Ve 
assured it that the Governmen: 
wasn't going into business, but 
that we meant to get out of it. 
Then to prove that we meant to 
have more business in govern- 
ment, we struck at the extrava- 
gance which grew in the wuar’s 
fevered activities, we pruned 
Government expenditures and re- 
duced the Government personne}l, 
not by thousands but by tens of 
thousands, and went a long way 
in reducing Government outlay. 


Govermment Expenses Cut. 


Measures were adopted to light- 
en the taxation load and distrib- 
ute the burdens more equitably. 
We sought to substitute for the 
exactions of war the convictions 
of peace. We inaugurated the 
budget system of Government 
financing, and thereby effected re- 
ductions in Government outlay 
amounting to billions. Of course, 
this enormous reduction was made 
peesesible mainly because we sus- 
pended war activities and ended 
war commitments, but we drove at 
the ordinary expenditures in the 
p-ace-time business of Govern- 
ment, and lopped off hundreds of 
tnillions at a time, and we have 
proven to the world, in spite of a 
gigantic debt and its interest bur- 
dens, that here is &2 Government 
reeolved to live within Its income. 

The fiscal year, now near its 
close, ¢dhreatened an $800.000,000 
deficit when its financial budget 
was in the making, bot we cut and 
tr’mmed, and insisted upon re-

clese with a $200,000,000 surplus. 

These are rather dull facts, but 
they are interesting to the Govern- 
ment because they afford the 
proof that Government itself 
jcined in the tremendously essen- 
tial task of striking at its own cost. 
We were always keeping in mind 
the people who pay in lifting our 


country out of the slough of de-- 


pression and despondency. 


In the simplest expression pos- 
sible, we were trying to get this 
great country of ours on the right 
track again. The anxiety was in 
behalf of no one interest, but for 
all interests. We were anxious 
alike for the great captain of in- 
dustry an@ his working army. We 
had concern for him whom we 
sometimes call the little chap, who 
makes up the great industrial pro- 
cession, but who is little noted be- 
cause he walks in the ranks, but 
whose good fortune is a foremost 
essential to a national happiness 
and contentment. We safeguarded 
aem@inst our own destruction being 
«ftected by the world’s demoraliza- 
tion, but we never hindered the 
world’s -honest efforts at recovery. 
On the whole, we contemplate for- 
tunate conditions today, and I be- 
lieve they are going to abide. We 
ere the most prosperous people in 
the world. I do not share the be- 
lief that we have effected only 
temporary relief. I never did share 
the convictions of many men that 
our permanent recovéry could only 
come after complete collapse, 
which we have so happily avoided. 


It is too early now to safely ap- 
praise the completion of the 
world restored, but the world must 
take cognizance of the new order 
as well as we. War wrought an 
cmancipation of men and changed 
conditions of production which the 
Old World must recognize before a 
stable order is restored to it. Our 

recovery is based on a prompt 
recognition of the new order, so- 
ciajly just and economically sound, 
and I am sure we will carry on. 

It is very gratifying to notice 
the many manifestations of the 
new order of things, but in spite 
of discouragements, the record is 
made. I share your gratification, 
and have full confidence for the 
morrow.

Inade, are meant to serve as a 
foundation for a wholly frank 
statement to you of St. Louis and 
Missouri, and to all the United 
States, concerning my convictions 
about the attitude of this republic 
toward other nations of the world. 
Tne President's impressions con- 
cerning international relationships 
are necessarily founded upon offi- 
cial experience which can come, 
lecause of the duties of office, to 
none other except the Secretary of 
State. 

The endless prob!ems of foreizn 
relations are relatively little re- 
vealed to the world. Most fre- 
quently they are more readily ad- 
justed because they are not re- 
vealed, though it is fair to assur 
you that nothing of vital impore 
tance is unduly hidden from the 
people for whom the Government 
speaks. Week by week, day by 
day, often hour by hour, there are 
problems in_our international re- 
lations which are no more to be 
avoided than the vital questions of 
our own relationships at hom=:. 
The citizen who believés in aloor- 
aess is blind to inescapable obli- 
gations and insensible to the 
twentieth century world order and 
unmindful of our commercial in- 
terdependence about which the 
modern business fabric has come 
to be woven. 


In his never-to-be forzotten 
Farewell] Address, in which the 
first President compressed the gos- 
pel of our mutual interests at 
home and our proper relations 
abroad, he said: 

“Observe good faith and justice 
toward all nations. Cultivate peace 
and harmony with all. Religion 
and morality enjoin this conduct. 
And can it be that good policy 
does not equally enjoin it? * * ® 
The experiment, at least, ig recora- 
mended by every sentiment which 
ennobles human nature. Alas, is 
it rendered impossible by its 
vices?” 

This solemn admonition was a4- 
dressed-by George Washineton to 
his fellow countrymen 127 years 
ago. That it has been heeded 
scrupulously we are proud to as- 
sume the world believes. That we 
have, indeed, observed good faith 
and have exalted justice above all 
all other agencies of civilizauon, 
barring only Christianity, —«urely 
none can deny with truth. 

Nation Has Cultivated Peace. 

And we have cultivated peace, 
not academically and passiveiy 
merely, but in practical ways end 
by active endeavors. Fven ag 
Washington appended his sizna- 
ture to his most memorable and 
far-reaching declaration, a new 
principle had been written into 
the treaty of peace between (Great 
Britain and the United States: had 
been sustained by the Congress<, at 
his resolute insistence, and was 
in full foree and effect. That 
principle was arbitration. which 
was not only employed success‘ul- 
Jy at the time, but became from 
that moment an established policy 
of the republic, from which, to 
this day, there has been no de- 
parture. 


Thus, clearly, by the method al- 
ready operative in substituting 
reason for prejudice, law for sab. 
duracy, and justice for pas«mon., 
the Father of his Country bade 


‘ us, no less than his contemp»ra- 


| Having marked 


ries, not merely to _countenaice 
and uphold but actively to culti- 
vate and promote peace. It is with 
that high purpose’in mind and at 
heart, men and women of America, 
that I advocate participation hy 
the United States in the Perma- 
nent Court of International Jus- 
tice. 

Two conditions may 
ered indispensable: 

First, that the tribunal be so 
constituted as to appear and to b> 
in theory and in practice, in form 
and in substance, beyond the tha i- 
ow of doubt, a World Court and not 
a league court. 

Second, that the United States 
shall occupy a plane of perfect 
equality with every other povrer. 

League Is Not for Us. 

There is no consequential dis- 
pute among us concerning the 
League of Nations. There are yet 
its earnest advocates, but the pres- 
ent administration has said, re- 
peatediy and decisively, that the 
league is not for us. There ad- 
mittedly is a League connection 
with the World Court. We can 
not hope to get anywhere except 
in the frankest understanding of 
facts. The authors of the Court 
protocol, co-operating with a bril- 
liant American leadership, turned 
to the League organization for the 
court electorate, to solve a prob- 
lem in choosing judges ~§ hereto- 
fore unsolvable. Though I firmly 
believe we could adhere to the 
Court protocol, with becoming 
reservation, and be free from 
every possible obligation to the 
League, I would frankly prefer the 
Court’s complete independence of 
the League. 

Just as frankly let me say that 
I have not held it seemly, in view 
of oft-repeated declaration favor- 
able to the World Court estab- 
lishment, to gay to the nations 
which have established very much 
what we have wished, that they 
must put aside their very com- 
mendable creation because we do 
not subscribe to its* every detail, 
or fashion it all anew and to our 
liking, in every epecific detail. 
before we offer our assistance in 
making it a permanent agency of 
improved international relation- 
ship. 3 

‘Would Harmonize Opponents. 

Government can never success- 
fully undertake the solution of a 
great problem unless it can frank- 
ly submit it to the people. It is 
for these reasons that I confess 
these objections. I recognize the 
constitutfonal requirements of Sen- 
ate ratification,. and I believe that 
the tide of public sentiment will 
be reflected in the Senate. I am 
so eager for the ultimate accom- 
plishment that I am interested In 
harmonizing opposing elements, 
more anxious to effect our helpful 
commitment to the Court, than I 
am to score a victory for ex- 
ecutive insistence. Let us, there- 
fore appraise some of the deter- 
mining factors which must be con- 
sidered in hopefully mapping our 
course. 

Nearly three years ago. by an 
overwhelming majority the peo- 
pie rejected the proposal of the 
adminisfration then in power to in- 
corporate the United States in the 
League of Nations. ¢ To assert that 
those 16,000,000 voters did not 
know what they were doing is 
to insult their intelligence and 
to deny the facts. Whatever 
other considerations,may have in- 
fluenced their judgment, were 
purely incidental. The paramount 
issue, boldly. defiantly advanced 
in unmistakable terms by the 
Democratic Party and espoused by 
the Democratic candidate for Pres- 
ident was indorsement of the de- 
mand of the then Democratic 
President. I dislike the use of 
party names in dealing with a 
problem which has now passed far 
beyond party association, but I 
want the World Court proposal ut- 
terly’ disassociated with any in- 
tention of entrance into the League 
and reeite the history to paint 
the background. Moreover. I am 
so earnest in my desire to have 
the United States give support to 
the Court that I would gladly wipe 
out factional difference to effect 
the great accomplishment. 

If the country had desired to 
join the League in 192090, it had its 
opportunity. It most emphatically 
refused. It would refuse again, no 
less derisively today. 

There has been no change in 
condition. It is the same League. 
Not a line in the rejected cove- 
nant has been altered, not a phrase 
modified, not a word omitted or 
added. Article X still stands as the 
heart of the compact. Article XI 
and all other stipulations object- 
ed to and condemned by the Amer- 
ican people remain untouched, in 
full force in theory, however, cir- 
cumspectly they are being ig- 
nored in practice. 

League Issue Dead as Slavery. 

In the face of the overwhelming 
verdict of 1920. therefore, the issue 
of the League of Nations is as 
dead as slavery. Is it not the part 
of wisdom and common.sense to 
let it rest in the deep grave to 
which it has been consigned. and 
turn our thoughts to living things? 

But let there be no misunder- 
standing. 1 did not say three 
years ago, and I do not say now, 
that there js-no element in the 
League organization which might 
be utilized advantagebusly in 
striving to establish helpful, prac- 
tical co-operation among the na- 
tions of the earth. On the con- 
trary. I recognized generally then, 
and perceive more precisely now, 
rudiments of good in both the 
League and The Hague Tribunal.

Harding's remarkable plea for a 
self-perpetuating international court 
to supplant that of the League of 
Nations fails to find enthusiastic 
support in the*morning press. The 
two leading Republican papers, the 
Herald and Tribune, are divided. 
The Herald gently chides the Presi- 
dent for resurrecting “a dead tssue.” 
The Tribune merely says the Presi- 
dent’s suggestions are worth consii- 
eration and discussion. 

The World, independent Demo- 
cratic, declares the President nailed 
his flag to the pole in defense of the 
court and of his-right to speak for 
his party which has been denied by 
Chairman Adams of the National 
Republican Committee. : 

The Times, analyzing the speec!, 
sees small hope of all the nations in 
the. league retrdcing their steps to 
form a new court on new plans. 
The American does not comment. 

The comments follow: , 


World: In hia address last night in 
| St. Louis, President Harding nailed 
his flag to the st in his fight fur the 
World Court. fter explaining the 
operation of the court, after patient- 
ly elaborating its defense against cv- 
ery attack, plausible quibble or hon- 
est apprehension, he placed his cause 
upon the highest plane in words such 
as the American people will not hear 
without strong approval:
